Late.last night two of the three bodies at 
Jseger's undertaking shop at No. 204 West 
Twelfth street had been partly identified as 
those of Graf and Thiemen. All the bodies 
were mutilated in such a manner that the 
identification was not positive. 

Up to mianight three bodies had been taken 
out ot the ruins and with solemn regularity, 
as chance would have it, by the firemen. 

first was reached at 7 o’clock by the 
members of Truck No. 1. It was indis- 
tinguishabie in features and body, portions 
of the head, trunk, and arms being not only 
burned to a crisp, but absolutely vanished by 
cremation in the fiery’ glucose furnace 
in which they were hemmed Even 
the clothes could wot be identified, for 
they were stained and clotted with 
Starch. The body was distorted, and the 
rightarm, from which the hand bad been 
burned off, was held up in an appealing atti- 
tude as if lifted for prayer. 

At8o’clock.the second body was taken 
from the rum by truck No. 5, and at 9 o’clock 
the same company recovered a third victim. 
The two latter, like the first, were burned 
and mutilated beyond recognition and lay 

remnants in Jaeger’s . undertaking 
estabnshment. 

Deputy Coroner Monaghan was present 
there last night, and said he would impanei

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The concussion that accompanied the ex- 
shook the walls of the great twelve- 


| milihands, but the work of rescue could not 


be commenced until the flames were ex- 
tinguished. The horrible weather, the in- 
numerable railway tracks which surround the 
structure, the mud hub deep, and various 
other things combined te make the fire a 
difficult one to fight. The engines were 
statuoned on Taylor street to the north of the 
burning building. The two fire-boats worked 
from tne dock. 
THE WORK OF THA RESCUERS. 

It was exactly 5:30 when the explosion oc- 
curred. Buildings withina mile of the re- 
finery were shaken and the report was heard 
above the roar of the wind ana pattering 
hail for two miles. The police call-box in the 
refinery was pulied for the patrol-wagon and 
that vehicle was sent from the Maxwei) 
Street Stauon. At the same time severa) 
citizens and officers called up from differ 
ent patrol-boxes to give the alarm. 
The great sheet of flame which 
shot up after the explosion caused a number 
of fire-box signals on both sides of the river 
to be seat in by people who saw tne great 


Foliowing each other in rapid succession 
the Fire Department received calls from 
Beach and Taylor, Canal and Taylor, Ells- 
worth and Polk, Lumber and Twelfth, 
Canal and Twelfth, Canal and 
Polk, and on the other side of the river 
from Taylor and Fifth avenue and Twelfth 
and Clark. Marshals Swenie, Musham, 
and Fitzgerald arrived with the first 
engines, and the Chief, tive minutes 
after the first alarm, turned in a general call 
which brought out tifteen engines, two fire- 
boats, five trucks, and five chemicals. 

The Maxwell street police, too, on hearing 
that a large number of people had been in- 
jured, sent patrol wagons from their own 
station, Hinman Street, Canalport Avenue, 
Thirteenth Street, Desplaines Street, the 
Central Station, and the city ambulance. 
The latter, during the fierce storm, showed 
its great advantages over the open patrol 
wagons in the matter of comfort to the in- 
jured. 

Police officers had telephoned to all the 
drug stores in the vicinity for physicians and 
the response was prompt. Among those 
who hurried to the scene were Drs. 
Graves, Rahifs, Greensbaum, Alderson, 
Keileher, Bradley, Stout, Murphy, 
Lee, Hartmann, McCiellan, and Davey. The 
wounded were carried into the laboratory of 
Dr. Behr, chemist for the refining company, 
who was himseli injured. Their wounds 
were dressed as rapidly as possible and they 
were immediately taken home or to the hos- 
pital in the ambulance, patrol-wagons, or pri- 
vate venicies. 

HEARTLESSNESS OF THE COMPANY. 

It was all a pitiful scene, but what struck 
one most after the first feelings of sympathy 
or horror bad passed away was the utter 
heartiessness and inhumanity of the mana- 
gers of the sugar refinery. While the tired 
and dripping firemen were delving un- 
assisted among the tangled ruins for 
dead bodies of operatives the towering 
buildings that had escaped destruction 
were rupnimg as usual. The sounds of the 
workers for buried cadavers were drowned 
by the noise of the wheels of machinery in 
tull blast across the narrow alley. While 
the bodies of men were being ground be- 
neath the settling and burning timbers and 
bricks of the shattered two-story starch 
house the wheels in the neighboring ten- 
story buildings were grinding out glucose for 
granulated sugar. 

The firemen worked on by their dim lamp 
lights, but no one belonging to the refinery 
in decent authority came near them, neither 
to assist, direct,nor counsel with them. There 
was an air of inhumanity in the surround- 
ings which every one around tne re felt. 

The explosion left the ruins a tangied mass 
of bricks, timbers, and twisted steam and 
other pipes. Under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances of light and weather work there 
would be unavoidably slow; but as it 
was it was only the strongest desire 
that something might be done that kept the 
firemen at work. Their lamps began to fail 
and were at all times clouded with moisture, 
but they kept on. Itought not to have been 
a difficult task to secure a few caicium or 
other strong lights to cast a radiance on the 
sad scene, but nothing of the kind was done. 

The scene in the iaboratory was a sicken- 
ing one. Men were carried in with the 
flesh nanging from their neads and arms. 
There was a revolting odor of 
burned flesh. The injured men writhed 
with pain, but were immediately relieved by 
the application of oils. A womaa living near 
the refinery did heroic service in heiping to 
swathe the sufferers in bandages and then 
in flan nel to protect them from the terrible 


weather. 
SCENES ABOUT THE REFINERY. 


Crowds of Frenzied Women Looking for 
Their Relatives—Bruatai Officials. 

The news of tne frightful casualty trav- 
eled with its usual speed, and within an hour 
the place was besieged with anxious mem- 
bers of the families of employés. Men who 
were employed in departments far remote 
from the scene of the explosion in many in- 
stances remained to assist in the work of re- 
moving the dead and dying. The wives 
and daughters of many such employés 
faced the fearful storm and waded 
the nasty mire in a frenzy of anxiety which 
would not be quieted until they had seen 
with their own eyes the living persons of 
their husbands, fathers, or brothers. Rep- 
resentatives of the company brutally re- 
pulsed these terror-stricken people and re- 
fused information which they might easily 
have given. The same policy of suppression 
was attempted with newspaper-men, but did 
not work. 

Women clad in the apparel of the intchen, 
with only lignt shawls thrown over their 
heads, forced their way through the cordon 
of police and entered the building inquiring 
anxiously after missing relatives. 

One woman was particularly demons tra- 
tive. “My John worked in the starch house, 
He always comes home as soon as his work 
is done. 1 know he wouldn't let me worry 
about him if he was all right. He is killea. 
I know he is kilied.. Tell me, please tell me, 
ain't he dead! 

To all her inquiries the same reply was 
given—that John was not hurt but had gone 
home. Positive as were these assertions she 
would not be convinced, and she repeated her 
inquiries to all who would lend a listening 


ear. 
While she was still prosecuting her search 
three men descended the 2 9 — 
carrying the body o one 0 
injured men, who was bandaged from 
head to foot like an Egyptian 
mummy. The eyes were entirely concealed 
and the face was wrapped in linen with the 
excepuon of a hole at the mouth for breaih- 


ing. 
„That's him! Is that you, John?’ ex- 
claimed the agonized woman as she caught 
sight of the revolting apparition. The of- 
ficers waved her back, but she would not be 
satisfied until the suffering man spoke and 


From a human instinct to save the fire 
men and switchmen on the various trains 
which pass in the rear of the building 
rushed trom their trains and did their 
best to aid those who were in the ruins.

made a fearful shock. Iran as fast as I could ) 


across the Wisconsin where I was 
joined by a Fort Wayne switchman, and soon 
afterwards by another. We worked like wild 
men in the ruins, and as I rushed into the 
place where the old building stood [ saw two 
or three men rush out. Right down there in 
the corner,” said he, pointing to a dark cav- 
ern of smoke, fire, and burning timbers, 
‘“*I saw a man pinned down by a heavy tim- 
ber. He stuck his head and hand out and 
yelled tome: I ain’t hurt much, but a littie 
burnt, ana I can’t get out.’ I tried my 
best to move the plank to free him 
but then the fire which was breaking out all 
the time got so hot that 1 had to leave him to 
be burned to death. All three of us had 
to run for our lives, and we barely escaped 
ourselves. It was mighty hard to leave a 
man that way, but it was no use; it had to 
be done. There was just about ten minutes 
from the explosion until the fire 
got so hot that nothing could be 
done. Under my feet I could hear voices, 
and I know that more bodies are in the 
ruins. One man I saw just for a minute who 
was burned so that when I grabbed his hand 
the skin dropped off. O, it was horrible. Some 
of those who got out were Norwegians, I guess, 
by the way they jabbered, but there was no 
time to think about such things. Anyway 
I helped two to get out. It may be wrong to 
run away from your post on a railroad train, 
but I guess the boss will forgive John L.“ 
for doing all he could to save human life.“ 

“Did you see any officers of the company 
or any of its employés around while you were 
there!“ 

Not a one. I guess they were too badly 
frightened. Just us three men were ali I 
saw around.”’ 

J think this man’s story is about right,” 
said T. C. Parker, a saloonkeeper on Fifth 
avenue, “because at my place several men 
came in soon after and told the same story, 
and it was so pitiful in some cases that my 
wife cried.” 

Another man who was in the vicinity and 
came upon the scene among the first was 
James Franklin, an employé of Fitzpatrick 
& Co. 

“T was on the corner of Canal and Forquer 
streets, and at the noise I ran over to the 
river. As I looked up over tne building it 
seemed as if a big sky-rocket had 
gone off, and when it dropped there 
was a big shock. A man, I think it was the 
foreman, with his hair singed off, his face 
badly burned, ran out of the northwest en- 
trance and fell down on his back. He 
seemed to be in great pain, but suddenly 
he made a jump right onto his feet and cried, 
»My little boy is in there yet.’ It seemed to 
break him all up and he wouldn’t be quieted. 
The fire was so bad that I couldn’t do any- 
thing but wait until the firemen got there 
and help them take the bodies out.“ 


AT THE HOMES OF THE WORKMEN, 


— — 
Distressing Scenes—Half-Crazed Wives and 
Daughters—Some Experiences. 

The scenes at the homes of the missing 
men were extremely distressing. At Graf’s 
house the wife was crazed with grief at the 
non-appearance of her husband. A number 
of neighvoors came in to calm the woman, but 
she insisted that her husband had been 
killed and threatened to kill herself, Graf’s 
aged mother, too, seemed to think that her 
son had met a terrible death, and broke down 
completely in spite of the assurances of 
neigh bors. 

At Thiemen’s house, where Netsei and 
Starck boarded, tne two latter had been 
heard of, and the continued absence of Mrs. 
Thiemen’s husband nearly broke the heart of 
the poor woman. Here, too, neighbors had 
called to pacify the grief-stricken wife. 

Peter Gerharc, his head, face, and arms 
covered with bandages, and suffering 
from an injury in the chest, was 
found at his boarding house, No. 268 
West Taylor street. Said ne: I can’t 
tell you how the explosion occurred. I was 
pushing a wagon along the transfer track, 
thinking I would have to make only a few 
more trips, when the first thing I knew a 
great sheet of flame shot uparound me. Then 
I heard a great rumbling noise, and the next 
sensation I was conscious of wasa sinking 
down. The air was full of dust and flame 
and I seemed to be breathing both. There 
were bricks and lumber all around me. 
Then I lost my senses, and the next 
thing I knew I was standing in the fire- 
house. J remember something about staud- 
ing up with the bricks scattered every where, 
and seeing William lsinghaus coming toward 
me. I believe he helped me out, but it seems 
so much like a dream and so long ago that I 
can’t tell much about it.“ 

Gerharc is 24 years old and a man of splen- 
did physique. He has two severe scalp 
wounds, and is seriously burned about the 
head, face, and arms. His chest is crushed, but 
hew severely Dr. Stout, who attended him, is 
unable to say. The doctor thinks his patient 
will pull through provided the injury to the 
chest is not more severe than it appears at 
present. 

EXPERIENCE Of JOSEPH FRIES. 

Joseph Fries and another workman whose 
name he did not know had a narrow escape. 
It was due to a social custom which obtains 
at the starch house of sending out towards 
the close of the day’s labor for a couple of 
pails of beer. Yesterday this duty 
tell to Fries and his unknown com- 
panion. They were returning from an 
upper story of the main buiiding when they 
heard the explosion. They hurried out, but 
scarcely recognized the place which had been 
the scene of their daily toil. It was a mass 
of flames, and the cries of their injured fel- 
low-workmen rang in their ears. Several of 
them lay groaning amid the piles of brick 
and iron beneath which others were buried. 
They were able to assist the wounded inside 
the main building, where their wounds re- 
ceived surgical attention. 

Mr. Fries found among the number a mem- 
ber of his own household. He ives at No. 
268 West Taylor street with his wife 
and eignt children. Mr. Fries is a 
fine specimen of the German work- 
man. He is well built, with a frank 
countenance and a leonine beard, which is 
just beginning to turn gray. He speaks En- 
glish imperfectly, and as bis daughter m- 
terpreted his story to the reporter he sat 
jogging the cradle in which slept the youne- 
est member of his family. In the same room 
was the bed on which sat poor Gerharc while 
Dr. Stout dressed his wounds. 

Mr. Fries said this was the second ex- 
plosion of the starch house from which he 
had escaped unhurt within a year, He con- 
siders himself a fortunate man. 

' WILLIAM HALECK’s STORY. 

William Haleck, 28 years oid, was one of 
the men who escaped with nothing more 
serious than a severe burning about the 
head, face, and hands. He was found at 
his home, No. 197 De Koven street, his head, 
face, and arms swathed in bandages and 
resting comfortably. He was disposed to 
talk freely about his experiences. I was 
standing on one of the small steps in the 
drying-room,” he said, and had just re- 
marked toJoe Oswald that it was about 
time for the men tobe back with the beer. 
You know we all drink beer in the refinery.

FATHER AND SON. 

Tony Haleck, the father of William, was 
about ten feet away from his son when the 
explosion took place. He sat about five feet 
away when the son detailed his experience. 
He was not so severely injured as his son, but 
was pretty well covered with bandages, 
nevertheless. His story was as follows: 
was shoving the frames on Which the starch 
falis before it is loaded on the wagons. 
It was not quite half-past 5, 
and I knew we would soon be 
quittins, as we only had a few wagons to 
load. Just then J smelled fire, and I bad 
just stoppea my work to tell the boys to look 
out. I knew what fire in the drying-room 
meant, but before I could. open my mouth 
puff came the fame, and then a loud noise 
like thunder. I couidn’t say a wora, as my 
breath seemed to leave It was no use to 
say anything, anyway. N was too late. My 
Warning wouldn't have helped any 
one anyway, because the explosion 
came almost as soon as [ smelled 
the fire. I didn’t have time to move myself, 
so quick was it. Then I felt tne floor give 
way under me, and it seemed like there was 
a regular shower of bricks and lumber. I 
could feel myself being thumpe over the 
head and around my back and shoulders, and 
then I could see the fire and dust shoot up on 
all sides. The floor just opened under my 
feet, and I dropped dowu so sudden and 80 
far that I couldn’t what was hap- 
pening. Then I stop falling, and at 
the same time became 80 thirsty that I didn’t 
know what to do. I was wishing for the 
beer the men had goneafter, but I knew I 
couldn’t get it so I started to get myself out. 
I was up to my waist im loose bricks and 
starch frames, and I found it a little hard to 
move at first, but as I wasn’t hurt I soon got 
out, and I was mighty glad of it. I got out 
without assistance, and [suppose 1 will be 
able to return to work m @ Week or so.”’ 

A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 

Martin Stark, who lives at No. 194 De Koven 
street, escaped death through a series of in- 
cidents dramatic enough for a sensational 
play. He was in the rear of the wrecked 
building and felt a shock. He looked up from 
his work, and he had scafcely time, he says, 
to close his eyes when a sheet of flame struck 
him in the face. The next moment he was 
hurled against the crumb wall and a pile 
of barrels to the rear of the building and 
near the alley. Half stunged, and with his 
hands and face, as he thought, aflame 
he had no hope put a speedy 
deliverance from death. He felt the weight 
of all the brick und raf of the shattered 
building upon him for a Moment, but when 
the shock and the frighf he had received 
permitted him to open his yes his heart rose 
with the situation. Hefound that, barring 
the severe burning, his body and limbs were 
allright and he forgot is pains, The up- 
heaval caused by the explosion threw the 
empty barrels around and over him, and his 
prostrate body caused them to form an 
arch lightly bearing uppen him. In front 
ot him was a low wall of shattered bricks; 
but also there was the alley, and an open 
avenue of escape. He worked his way 
through and under the bagreis, and was free. 
But he was horribly scorehed on the face 
and hanas, and his clo were rent and 
tattered by the force Of the explosion and 
his own efforts to escape from his perilous 
position. Last night he Was feeliag grateful 
if not well, with his face, bead, hands, and 
arms swathed with Daadages and healing 
ointments. 

The shock of the explosion and the big 
wave of flame and thé crumbling of the 
building all came so su ly upon bim that 
his uncultured mind bi nothing but the 
vaguest impressions of the Catastrophe. He 
knows nothing about his fellow workmen 
nor of the cause of the explosion. 


THE CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION, 


Experts Concede That It Was the Spon- 
tanevus Ignition of Starch Dust. 

The ciearest account of the cause of the 
explosion is given by Dr. Behr, the sugar re- 
finery chemist, who told Dr. J. B. Murphy 
how the explosion took piace. 

Dr. Murphy attended Dr. Behr, who is 
dangerously burned, but who, his physician 
says, has a fair chance of recovery. 

“ Directly under the room where the explo- 
sion occurred,” said Dr. Behr, was a plant 
for the manufacture of printers’ rollers. The 
plant was owned by the Chicago Sugar Re- 
fining company. The gummy substance used 
in making the rollers is heated ina number 
of pans. One of these pans caught fire and 
this set the ceiling ablaze, the fire then com- 
municating with the room ubove, where the 
men were engaged drying the starch. The 
dust there ignited and exploded. The re- 
finery company loses $35,000 by the destruc- 
tion of the roller plant.“ 

The buildings wrecked by the explosion 
were comparatively new, being erected 
since the last explosion in the refinery, which 
happened a little over a year ago. When 
built one was intended for a carpenter sh op, 
but after last year’s accident it was con- 
verted into a drying-room. This  buiid- 
ing was 380x130 feet, made of brick 
and two stories high, located on 
the river side of the fourteen-story 
structure now occupied by the refinery. The 
lower floor was used as a shipping-room, 
where barrels were stored ready to be trans- 
ferred, while the upper floor constituted 
what was called the “drying-room,”’ and 
was the place the wet starch was spread out 
on piles and the moisture allowea to 
evaporate. The heat used is steam and 
is carried into this building through 
pipes, heavily incased, escapes into the 
room, and is forced out through 
an exhaust on the south side, opening into an 
alley. The power to work the necessary ma- 
chinery in this room comes from the boiler- 
house, fully 150 feet away and on the other 
side of the huge chimney. There is absolute- 
ly no fire in this building, very little friction 
on the bearings of the wheels, and ‘the the- 
ory that the explosion was due 
to a fire in this room is _ unten- 
able. The other building was a smail- 
er one, only one story high, with dimensions 
80x20. Here the better grade of starch un- 
derwent the process of refining, and it was 
due to its locality that it was destroyed. 

An alleyway separated the drying-room 
from the chimney, and the wonder is that it 
was not affected by the shock. 

FORCE OF THE EXPLOSION. 

The force of the explosion can hardly be 
estimated. The building in which it occurred 
was a substantial brick structure, 75 feet 
long and 50 feet in width. The roof was 
huried iato the air as if it were made of card- 
board, ana the walis were utterly demolished. 
A coppersmith, who was employed in a room 
about thirty feet away from the starch-room, 
said: 

“The first I heard was a noise—well, it 
was not like a cannon; it was deever and 
more violent. The ground shoox and I heard 
the rattle of giass from the broken 
windows of our shop. I was near the west 
winaow on the side opposite from the starch 
house. In a moment more 1 heard the bricks 
faliing on the roof. I didn’t know what was 
coming, and I put my hand over my head to 
protect myself. I tried to look around, butI 
ceuldn’t see an inch. Steam and dust filled 
the air so that it was dark as night. I 
climbed out of the window and went around 
to the wrecked building. When I got there 
it was a mass of ruins. Not a wall was 
stanaing, and the wood-work was burn- 
ing. The dust and steam still prevented 
me from seeing anything clearly, but I could 
hear the cries of the wounded, and they 
made me feel cold all over. I never felt so 
before in my life. It sickened me and I had 
to go away.” | | 

Charles Hauptman, a solicitor for a Bohe- 
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although he was then on the North Side of 
the city and over two miles from the scene. 

The people along Canal street near Taylor 
beard the explosion, but as a lively sieet- 
storm was raging at the time many of them 
did not distinguish it from a part of nature’s 
demonstration. In several houses, however, 
as far as two or three blocks from the scene 
of the explosion, windows were broksn and 
buildings were noticeably shaken. 

About a year ago a similar explosion oc- 
curred in the sugar refinery, but the results 
were not so serious as yesterday.

Insome mysterious manner the mill- 
dustin the air became ignited, and a sheet 
of flame flashed through the room, severely 
burning the five men at work there, None of 
the wounds terminated fatally. The explosion 
occurred when the night shift was at work, 
and when there were but few men in tbe 
building. At that time, too, the men em- 
ployed in the office of the company refused 
to give any information, and did all they 
could to misiead seekers for information. 
The damage to the building was compara- 
tively slight, but the continual danger of an 
explosion in the starch-room led the com- 
pany to put up a separate building for the 
starch department, so that an explosion 
might not do great damage tothe main buila- 
ing. 

The losses on the demolished building are 
figured at $4,000 on the structure and $15,000 
on stock. 


OFFICIALS MUCH TUO RETICENT. 
Declining to Furnish Information That 
Should Bave Been Given. 

E. A. Mathesson is the President of the 
Retining company. Heis out of town ‘and 
couid not be seen. C. J. Roe is the cashier. 
He was at the office until shortly after 7 


but said he knew nothing of it. He had 
come to the office after the accident and did 
not see it. He said he had no means of tell- 
ing who was in the starch-house when it ex- 
ploded. He could not get at the pay-roll, he 
said, because the paymaster had it, and 
therefore could not tell who was employed 
in the starch-house. 

The same system of suppressing the facts 
was kept up by all tne employés. The pay- 
master, William Ricke, dodged all inquiry. 
It was sought to get from his pay-roli a list 
of the men who were employed in the starch- 
house. At the office it was said that he was 
at home. His house, which is located near 
the works, was visited. There they said he 
was at the office. At the office it was-again 
insisted that he had gone home a little while 
before. 

The men who were left at the office de- 
clined to give any information. They said 
they did not know who was in the starch- 
house at the time of the explosion; they 
claimed not to have a list of the men who 
were employed there or of those who 
were killed or injured. Those were the 
statements made to THz TRIBUNE reporters. 
That they did havea list, however, and com- 
plete information which for some reason 
they would not give to the public, was shown 
by the replies givento a Mrs. Throop, whose 
husband was employed at the refinery and 
who called to make inquiries about him. O., 
he’s all right, he's gone home.“ she was told. 
She was not satisfied and repeated her ques- 
tions. An officer called out into the office 
asking if the man she inquired for was 
among those who were hurt, 

“No, he is not on my list,” replied the 
temporary t'mekeeper. But to Tus Trisuns 
reporters he denied having any list. 

BULLDOZING TACTICS. 

The same effort to conceal the details of 
the accident appeared when a Board of 
Trade weigher, J. W. Jones, who is stationed 
at the refinery, talked with a TrIBUNErepor- 
ter, and in a private conversation gave him 
some facts.

ANOTHER VICTIM OF THE FAITH CURE. 


4 Five-Year-Old Child Near Sioux Falle 
the Latest Sacrifice. 

Sioux Farts, S. D., March 27.—[Special.]—

which resulted in the death of a 5-year-old 
child near this city, has just come to light. 
Over a year ago Olin Houck, who 
lives on Nine Mile Creek, ten 
miles southeast of here was troubled 
with asthma. He applied to regular physi- 
cians for relief, but failed to secure it. Final- 
ly he fell in with Mrs. Frank Johnson, who 
was here at the time, and who is an enthusi- 
astic exponent of the faith-cure doc- 
trine. Mrs. Johgson assured him that 
all he needed for a permanent cure 
was faith in God. Houck put himself in Mrs. 
Jvhnson’s care and in a short time, be claims, 
she cured him so effectively that be has never 
had a return of his trouble. 

Two weeks ago Houck’s 5-year-old child 
was taken sick with whooping-cough. Houck 
came to town for Mrs. H. L. Quinn, upon 
whose shoulders the faith cure mantie of 
Mrs. Johnson had fallen. Mrs. Quinn went 
out. The child grew better and she returned 
home. . 

Friday she was called out again, but the 
child rapidly grew worse, until death came 
last Sunday. A physician of this city who 
interested himself in the case and looked 
up the circumstances, says the child 
could have been saved with proper medical 
treatment. There is much excitement in the 
neighborhood and considerable talk of prose- 
cytion for manslaughter. Mrs. Quinn says 
she advised the parents to call a physician, 
but they refused.

“TWO HUNDRED PERSONS KILLED. 


As Many Buildings Demolished, and the 
Streets of Louisville Impas<abie. 

Lovisvm.2, Ky., March 28.—Shortiy after 
9o’clock a tornado swept over this city, 
wrecking 200 or 300 houses and killing 200 
people. The wind came from thé southwest. 

The Union Depot at the foot of Seventh 
street was lifted from its foundation and 
turned over into the raging torrent of the 
Ohio River. 

A train of cars making up for the Louis- 
ville Southerd road went over with the build-

Falls City Hall, West Market street. was 
wrecked.

Three Victims of the Tornado—Destraction 
at Murohys«boro.

WRECKED BY A CYCLONE 


Olney, HL, Visited by a Destructive Wind 
Storm. 

OLNEY, III., March 27.—[Special.]—At 5:35 
o’clock this evening a terrible electric storm 
passed over this city, followed by the roar of 
a cyclone, after which torrents of rain fell. 

The smokestacks and building of the Olney 
Edison Electric Light company were dis- 
mantied and the city is now in darkness. 

The storm first descended to the earth a 
short distance north of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi railroad tracks,’ striking the barn of 
Witiam J. Cummins, completely demolishing 
it Houses were unroofed and chimneys 
were leveled. 

The Methodist Episcopal church wasslight- 
ly damaged, A. Hopkinson’s residence was 
unroofed, tne southwest walls demolished, 
and the débris carried 100 feet, failing oa 
his stable and making it a total wreck. Pass- 
ing on in a zigzag course the Foam City 
Building was blown down and John Ed- 
miston’s two-story brick grocery unrcofed. 

Dr. Samuel McClure’s handsome brick 
residence and the residencesof S. J. Eck- 
enrod and William Bower were unroofed. 

The force of the cyclone then struck across 
the business portion of East Main street. 
Dr. W. A. Thompson’s two-story office 
and business building, Schmid’s three-story 
brick opera-house, N. B. Cooksey’s two-story 
brick grocery, F. Sterchi’s brick business 
house and dwelling, and M. Mantz’s boot and 
shoe store were unroofed and the plate 
glass windows broken into fragments. Dr. 
E. Rowland’s office front is in ruins. 

In Spring Bros.’ large two-story brick 
seed house were seven men employed in 
cleaning seeds. The wind blew the top story 
off of the men and one of their number was 
carried into the street. He sustained no in- 


jury. 

G Heim’s boot and shoe store and res- 
dence are in rums, the inmates barely escap- 
ing with their lives. Mrs. Heim is seriously 
burt. Miss M. Sponsier’s millinery store, one 
door east, is leveied to the earth. 188 
Sponsler and a boy named Phil Saloman were 
in the building at tune time and were dug out 
of the ruins.

THE STORM 18 LIVELY AND QUEER, 


It Comes from Utah and Pazzies the Sig- 
nal-Service People. 

The storm that buffeted the citizens of Chi- 
cago so rudely yesterday had its origin in the 
land ot Mormons Wednesday morning and 
traveled eastward at a fairly rapid gait. 
Wednesday night it was creating havoc in 
Colorado, and yesterday morning it was 
bowling over the Kansas prairies at the rate 
of forty miles an hour. Little rain was pre- 
cipitated in tne Far West, the heavy fall 
beginning at St. Louis, where nearly an inch 
was reported. On the maps as exhibited at 
the Signal-Service headquarters in this city 
last night it made one dizzy to follow the de- 
vious lines of the storm. 

“The storm,” said Sergt. Frankenfeld, 
“ has its lilinois center at Springfield, where 
the barometer has fallen to 29.08 
and the rainfall is nearly an inch. 
Here we have had every possible 
kind of precipitation — rain, snow, hail, and 
sieet, and the wind has been sweeping over 
the roofs at a mile a minute. Upon the 
question*of what caused the thunder and 
lightaing I must pass. It is unaccountable 
to me; for there has been no rise in the tem- 
perature. 

All our telegraphic reports are delayed— 
more of the wind’s work—and I can not risk 
my reputation upon a forecast until all are 
before me. It is clearing at St. Louis, how- 
ever, and I will venture the statement that 
by tomorrow night the wind will have sub- 
sided and fairer skies be overhead. The 
barometer is down to 29.40 and shows sym 
toms of going still lower, but I trust it will 
tire of the downward path before morning 
and take a start in the fight direction.“ 

The wind, being directly gu shore, kicked 
up a tremendous sea, whictUid more or less 
damage all along the shore, especially to the 
Lake Shore drive, which suffered severely in 
places. 


RECIPROCITY WITH SOUTH AMERICA.C 


An Important Proposition Said to Have 
Been Authorized by Mr. Blaine. 

New York, March 27.—A Washington spe- 
cial to the New York Post says: 

The possibility of getting great benefit from 
the Pan-American Congress has come to a focus. 
An intimation was received afew days ago by 
Mr. Charles Flint, the representative of this 
country from New York, from the representatives 
of the South American countries that their Gov- 
ernments might be wilimg to give complete 
reciprocity in everything, provided this country 
would do the same. 

Mr. Flint was in consultation with Secretary 
Blaine upon the matter, and upon the expression 
of his (Flint’s) desire that Mr. T. Jefferson Cool- 
ldge of Massachusetts might be joined with him 
in the negotiations these two representatives of 
the United States in the congress were made a 
sub-committee to conduct the negotiations and 
to put the matter in shape for further represent- 
ation to the congress. 

The whole situation was talked over with Mr. 
Blame, and the outcome of it was that the.repre- 
sentatives of this country were authorized, in 
the name of the Secretary of State and with his 
approval of the scheme, to make a proposition 
of absolute reciprocity to the representatives of 
the South American countries. 

The reciprocity proposed is without exception, 
and the adoption of the plan would bring about 
absolute free trade in every article of commerce 
between the United States and the South Amer- 
ican countries, 

There is also involved in the plan as an essen 
tial part of it the adoption of articles of agree- 
ment for arbitration in cases of international 
disputes. This agreement would apply to the 
South American countries in their relations with 
each other as well as in their relations with the 
United States. 

The scheme in its two parts is regarded as of 
immense consequence to all the countries con- 
cerned. It was Saturday, March 2, that the 
proposition was submitted by Messrs. Flint 
and Coolidge to the South American repre- 
sentatives. 


FIGHTING FOR A LARGE PROPERTY. 


Jalia Mitchell’s Claims to the Estate of the 
Late Thomas Sheehan. 

PittspurG, Pa., March 27.—The famous 
Sheehan will case is up before court again 
and the testimony to prove a daughter’s 
identity is being taken.

MARYLAND’s TREASURER IN LINE, 


000 Ciung to His Finger« 

Battimore, Md., March 27.—[Special.|— 
Stevenson Archer, State Treasurer, Chair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee and 
a prominent lawyer of Harford County, who 
last night was reported by the Governor to 
the Legislature as having misappropriated 
State funds, is lying seriously ill at his 
beautiful home, Hazel Dell, near Bel Air. 
He still has the key to the strong box in 
the safe deposit company’s vaults in this 
city which should contain $500,000 in State 
securities and $200,000 in Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad stock belonging to the State, The 
committee eappointed late last night by the 
Legislature to make an investigation had a 
conference in Annapolis today with the 
State Controlier and several of Mr. 
Archer’s bondsmen, and tomorrow they 
will come to this city and look - at 
the State securities. A dispatch from 
Bel Air tonight says that Mr. Archer will 
tomorrow turn over the keys and a power of 


attorney to one of his bondsmen to open the 


box. But little can be learned of Archer’s 
condition. The family and the physicians 
are reticent. It is known, however, that his 
mind has been lately affected over his finan- 
cial troubles. He was in Annapolis last Fri- 
day, and then remarked to a friend that it 
would be a long time before he 
would be down there again. Mon- 
day he was in this city and bad a talk 
with a number of leading politicians at 
headquarters. He then appeared in good 
spirits. Thatevening he returned to Belair 
and spent most of the night in his law office. 
Tuesday he went about looking pale and 
haggard and many of his friends asked him 
if he was sick. He tried to laugh it off, but 
the expression of his face indicated serious 
mental trouble. Tuesday evening his fam- 
ily tried to keep him at home, but he insisted 
upon going to his office. There he was seen 
at work writing until midnight. He then 
left the office and noth. ug more was seen of 
him until the next mornine, when he was 
found in a dazed condition leaning against a 
tree a short dist: nce from his home. It was 
learned that he hal bought a quantity of 
morphia the night previous, and he was like- 
ly under the influence of the drug when 
found. His clothing was soaking wet, as it 
had been raining heavily all night. His 
trousers were covered with mud, and it 18 
believed that in his weak condition of mind 
he attempted suicide, 

No definite idea of the extent of the defal- 
cation can yet be learned. Some estimates 
place it at $25,000 or less, and others figure 
on over $100,000. In his law practice Archer 
had the settlement of numerous estates. It 
is believed that he became indebted to nis 
clients from time to time, and, being unable 
to meet his obligations, he resorted 
to the ‘State funds and  hypothe- 
cated securities to raise funds to 
meet his creditors. To what extent, 
if any, the trust funds are involved is not 
known. It is said that he has been short in 
trust funds for some years. His salary as 
State Treasurer was $2,500, but he also had a 
good income from his legal practice. So far 
as can be learned but two Baltimore banks 
hold his paper, the Mechanics’ National and 
the National Bank of Baltimore. The offi- 
cers of these banks say they are thoroughly 
protected. Itis reported that several banks 
in other parts of the State are affected. 

Under the law of the State the Governor 
cannot remove the State Treasurer. The Legis- 
lature can impeach him and elect his succes- 
sor, which will provably be done after the 
committee on investigation has reported. It 
is stated that Barnes Compton, who was re- 
cently beaten by Sydney Mudd in the con- 
tested Congressional seat of the Fifth Dis- 
trict, will succeed Archer. 

This is the first time in the history of Mary- 
land that a State Treasurer has been charged 
with misappropriation of funds. The Legis- 
lature today empowered the committee to go 
to the safedeposit company and open the 
State’s security box in the nameof the State. 

Mr. Archer was first elected Treasurer in 
1886. In 1887 he succeeded Senator Arthur 
P. Gorman, who resigned as Chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, and in 
each political campaign since that year he 
has taken a prominent part. His salary as 
State Treasurer was $2,500 a year. 

THE OLD STORY-—H®B GAMBLED. 

A politician whois intimate with the de- 
faulting Treasurer stated tonight that Arcner 
lost many thousands in receut speculation in 
gas stocks. Several other pol:ticians were 
also caughtin this way. They confidently 
expected the Legislature to pass the Gas 
Monopoly billand they loaded with stock, 
which went dowa and left them on the wrong 
side after the bill was defeated. It is also 
learned that Archer spent a great deal of 
money in securing the election last fall of 
his son-in-law to the State Senate. From 
Annapolis comes the report that he played 
poker for big stakes on several occasions this 
winter. 

The State officials are still reticent. Gov. 
Hamilton said tonight that he bad no idea 
what the amount of the misappropriation 
was; nothing would be known until the box 
in the svfety-deposit vaults was opened. It 
is said that the safe deposit company offi- 
cials may refuse the legislative com- 
mittee access to the box, as it is held by 
Archer in his own name. A member of the 
committee stated that in such an event the 
officials of the comvany could be required 
under the State law to produce the box. 
Enoch Pratt, President of the Farmers’ and 
Pianters’ bank, says the defaication may 
reach $300,000. The State’s cash funds are 
deposited in this bank, but they have not 
been touched. Attorney-General Whyte is 
2 as estimating the shortage as low as 

„000. The State officers tonight discoy- 
ered another private note of $13,000 given by 
Archer, with Baltimore and Ohio Car Trust 
bonds as collateral. 


LOUISIANA’S BIG LOSS. 


How Ex-Treasurer Edward A. Burke Beat 
the State Out of $793,600. 

New Orueans, La., March 27.—[Special.}]— 
The only defalcation of funds belonging to 
the Treasury of the State of Louisiana was 
that of Edward A. Burke. In 1879 State 
Treasurer Dubrelet, an honest and intelli- 
gent colored man, turned the office over to 
Mr. Burke, the first Democratic Treasurer 
since the war. Burke was from Texas. He 
had been a wagonmaster in the Confederate 
army, came to New Orleans about twenty 
years ago, and soon won public confidence 
and esteem. He held several public offices 
and had already gained an immense political 
influence. Mr.

„ HON EST JACK JONES” OF GEORGIA, 


Ninety Thousand Dotiars Mysteriously Dia- 


appeared While He Was Treasurer. 

ATLANTA, Ga, March  27.—[Special.}— 
Honest Jack Jones” was the sobriquet won 
by Treasurer John Jones, who held that of- 
tice under Gov. Charies J. Jenkins. Jones 
had been Treasurer before and during the 
war, and when the rehabilitation of the 
State was attempted under President Joha- 
son’s policy Jones came to the front again. 
When Gen. Meade, in pursuance of the policy 
of Congress, assumed charge of the Third 
Miltary District Gov. Jenkins refused to 
recognize his authority in civil matters, and 
was N superseded by Gen T. H. Ruger 
as M * vernor. Treasurer Jones, not 
to be ind his master, also refused to 
recognize the new authority, and was 
ousted from the Treasury. it was for this 
resistance that he was dubbea “* Honest Jack 
Jones” by an admiring people. Four years 
later the Republican Administration of Gov. 
Bullock went out and Honest Jack Jones“ 
was cailed back to the Treasury. A year had 
not elapsed, however, before a terrible sensa- 
tion exploded. A shortage of $90,000 was dis- 
covered in the Treasury. Jones had no ex- 
pianation to offer. The money was gone and 
that. was the end of it. Jones was promptly 
suspended from office and steps were taken 
against his bondsmen. The case was settled 
by Treasurer Jones losing his office, and his 
bondsmen secured a compromise of 50 cents 
on the dollar and paid into the State Treasury 
$45,000 for a release. 


POLK’s WORK IN TENNESSEE. 


It Resulted tn a Loss of $400,000 to the 
State—The Arrest and Trial. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 27.—[Special.]— 
The 5th of January, 1882, the special joint 
committee appointed by the Legislature to 
examine the books of Marsh T. Polk, State 
Treasurer, reported to the Senate that they 
had obeyed instructions; that the Treasurer 
was out of the city, and that his bondsmen 
had recommended a suspension of the busi- 
ness of the Treasury Department till an in- 
vestigation was made. Both the Senate and 
House at once adopted a resolution, after be- 
ing informed that the shortage amounted to 
$400,000, directing the committee to take im- 
mediate steps to secure the arrestof the 
missing Treasurer. He was arrested 
at San Antonio, Tex., but was re- 
leased, as the detective who took him 
in custody found he had no authority to hold 
him. He was subsequentiy rearrested by 
United States Marshal Gosling of Texas and 
brought back to Tennessee, where he was 
tried, convicted, and sentenced to ten years’ 
imprisonment. He took an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, but died a few days before 
his case was reached. 
Treasurer Polk was 50 years old and had 
occupied the position of Treasurer for four 
ears. He was a nephew of James Knox 
olk, President of the United States. Suit 
was brought against his bondsmen and most 
of the amount due the State was recovered. 
Polk owned an interestin realestate in North 
Carolina and iron mines in Alabama, and 
from this considerable money was realized. 


VIRGINIA TWICE ROBBED, 


Heavy Iiefal cations of William D. Coleman 
and William R. Smith. 

RicumMonyv, Va., March 27.—[Special.|— 
Since the war two defalcations have oc- 
curred in the Virginia State Treasury. The 
first fifteen years ago was that of William 
D. Coleman, Secretary of the Sinking Fund 
Commission. He used the State securities 
in his custody for private purposes. The ex- 
act amount of the defalcation was never 
definitely ascertained, but it reached only a 
few thousand dollars. 

The other defalcation, discovered four 
years ago, were that of William R. Smith, 
first clerk in the Auditor’s office, He was 
the most trusted man in the State service, 
had been connected with the Capital from 
the time he was a page in the Legislature. 
He had held this place for sixteen years and 
was considered the best-posted man on the 
finances of Virginia in the State. 

His defalcations embraced such a long 
period that they could not be definitely as- 
certained. The Investigating Committee 
footed up $150,000, but this is not all. He was 
sentenced to the penitentiary for five years 
and died there two years ago after be had 
served a few months. 


MISSOURI HAS SUFFERED BADLY. 


History of Various Steals Down to That of 
Ex-Treasurer Noland. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 27.—[Special.]— 
Since the close of the war the Treasury of 
the State of Missouri has been looted in 
many ways. Until tne Noland defalcation 
the money was pulled out of the Treasury 
under the form of law. but it was no less a 
steal. The State was defrauded out of $500,- 
000 in the Hannibal and St. Joe bond deal, 
which was a fraud from its inception. Over 
$1,000,000 was spent by the Statein the con- 
struction of the Southwest Branch of the Pa- 
cific railway, now called the St. Louis and 
San Francisco railway, and the State was 
flimflammed out of it. After ten years tne 
State has now filed suit against the St. Louis 
and San Francisco to recover the above- 
named sum. 

Mr. Noland, who recently fell from grace, 
had been ten years in the employ of the 
State. It is asserted that all was not right 
when he took the office. However that may 
be he assumes all responsibility and refuses 
to talk. He had been in office fourteen 
months and was found to be $32,768.89 short. 
The buik of this, it is asserted, was lost in 
— 2 Previous to his election as 

reasurer Mr. Noland was chief clerk for 
Treasurer Siebert. As the Constitution for- 
bids the same man holding the office of 
Treasurer twice Siebert was elected Auditor 
and the chief clerk promoted. 

At a meeting of Noland’s twenty-five bonds- 
men here this week they agreed to pay $1,815 
each and make up the deficit. 


TATE’S THEFT IN KENTUCKY, 


He Appropriated $200,000 of the State’s 
Money White Treasurer. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 27.—[Specral.]— 
James W. Tate is Kentucky’s only default- 
ing Treasurer since the war. Tate was 
elected Treasurer on. the Democratic 
ticket in 1867 by a large majority. 
He never again had opposition for 
the Democratic nomination and his 
defeat of the occasional Republican candi- 
date was a foregone conclusion in the face 
of the 75,000 Democratic majority. 

In the campaign of 1887 the Republicans 
sharged rottenness in the State Government 
and by an aggressive campaign cut dow: 
the Democratic majority to 30,000. When 
the Legislature met the following winter it 
was considered absolutely necessary to re- 
fute the Republican ch A thorough 
investigation was decided on and 
a resolution asking for an in- 
vestigating committee was introduced. 
As soon as the committee commenced its 
work Tate fled the State. A shortage of 
$200,000 was discovered. Tate was at once 
impeached and g reward of $5,000 offered for 
his capture. The State sued his bonudsmen 
for the amount lost, when it was discovered 
that the bond had never been renewed since 
his first term in office, 

In November last a letter was received 
from Tate mating that he was in Japan, with- 
out money and broken in health. No treaty 
covered his case, and no effort was made to 
apprehend him. His wife and child live in 
poverty at fort.

THE CITY APPROPRIATION BILL. 
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It Ia Further Considered by the Counoll— No 
Important Changes Made. 

The Council met yesterday afternoon and 
immediately went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Appropriation ordinance.

AUTOMATIC RAILROAD GATES, 


The Invention of a Highiand Park Man to 
Prevent Crossing Accidents. 

A resident of Highland Park has put the 
time lost by most travelers upon the slow- 
going surburban trains to practical use. Dur- 
ing journeyings between this city and his 
residence the Yankee section of his brain 
has evolved a plan for electric-automatic- 
closing gates for grade crossings upon rail- 
roads. The plans call for the use of the 
gates now in vogue, which are of the arm 
pattern, vertical when open and horizontal 
when closed. The iron casings upon which 
the arms hinge are to contain the electric 
moter and two electro-magnetic switches, one 
for an alarm beil and the ower for the gate. 
Wires are torun from the crossing up and 
down tne tracks to any required distancesand 
connect with two circuit-closers at some 
distance from each other. The wheels of 
the locomotive of an approaching train will 
close the first circuit and the alarm gong at 
the crossing will ring and continue ringing 
until the train reaches the second circuit- 
closer, where the connection will cause the 
gate arms to fall slowly and bar entrarce to 
the tracks. Ample time isto be given be- 
tween the first ringing of the gong and the 
closing of the gates to allow vehicles to clear 
the When the train has reached the 
proper point another connection by the 
wheels will open the gates slowly. A ccg- 
wheel upon the motor fitting into one upon 
the gate-hinge will prevent the too rapid fall 
of the arms. . 

This system would do aw with gate- 
tenders, and as the inventor, Harleigh Gil- 
lette, says, It is never careless and never 
sleeps.“ Itis claimed that the invention is 
equaily applicable to the closing of the en- 
trance to bridges, the alarm being rung and 
the gates closed by the bridgetendef making 
the connection from the center of the struct- 
ure.

ERS OF GAS-TRUST STOCK, 


Mr. Goudy, However, Assured Judge Col- 
Uns Yesterday That No Dividend Would 
Be Paid Pending the Decision in the In- 
junction Proceedings—Ciaim of the De- 
fendants Concerning Mr. Chariton’s Tea 
Shares—Arguments to Be Heard Next 
Thursday. 


William C. Goudy stood before Judge Col- 
Uns yesterday and gave his word as a law- 
yer that if the injunction case to restrain the 
Chicago Gas Trust company from paying the 
dividends which had been declared payable 
today were continued the company would 
continue to hold on to the dividend while the 
suit is pending. While Mr. Goudy was giv- 
ing these assurances clerks in the office of 
the Central Trust company of New York 
were busy mailing checks to the stockhold- 
ers of the Gas Trust company. The stock- 
holders of the latter will today receive their 
usual quarterly dividend of 1 per cent. The 
suit asking for an injunction to restrdin the 
trust from paying that dividend is on 
7 wage.

r. Goudy was asked last eveningif he 
had stated to the court that the trust stock- 
holders would not receive a dividend while 
the iajunction suit is pending. 

“I stated that the Chicago Gas Trust com- 
pany would not declare nor pay a dividend 
while the case is pending,“ said Mr. Goudy. 

“ Do you make a distinction between the 
stockholders receiving a dividend and the 
company d ing and ng a dividend? 
Will the stockholders receive a dividend?’ 

“The stockholders will receive some 
money.“ 

„Will it not be a dividend?’ 

“The stockholders will receive some 
money. The Gas Trust company will not 
pay adividend. That is all I have to say.“ 

Is there some arrangement by which the 
earnings of the gas companies embraced in 
the trust can be distributed among the holid- 
ers of trust certificates without any action 
by the directors?” 

“I never reveal the business of my clients,

It was learned from “insiders” who are 
familiar with Gas Trust tactics what the 
quibbie,is by which Mr. Gondy is to under- 
take to show the difference between a divi- 
dend declared and paid by the Gas Trust 
company and a dividend received by the 
holders of trust certificates, 

The stock of the four companies of which 
the combine is composed is held in trust by 
the Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safe De- 
posit company of Philadeiphia, All dividends 
earned by the individual companies are paid 
to this trustee. The Fidelity Trust company, 
in turn, hands them over to the Central st 
company of New York, which pays the 
funds out pro rata to shareholdsrs of tne Gas 
Trust. If Mr. Gondy be called to answer to 
the charge of contempt of court the pro- 
gram is to claim that the Gas Trust com- 
pany has 2 no dividend—never has 
nor never will pay any dividend, and has no 
money to pay one with. A certain trustee 
merely pays over to another trustee funds to 
be divided pro rata among the people appear- 
ing on the record as shareholders in the Chi- 
cago Gas Trust. And tnis, it will be claimed, 
is something else than the paying of a divi- 
dend by the Gas Trust company. 

„I the Chicago Gas Trust is forced to re- 
sort to such childish, shallow quibbling as 
this,“ said a financial expert yesterday, ita 
case must indeed be a bad one.

This is the testimony of a pronounced pro- 
tectionist against the senseless duty on 
works of art which, under the guise of pro- 
tecting artiste, is injuring them and doing 
more than all other causes combined to crush 
out art in this country. Apart from any 
considerations of the Fair works of art 
should be placed upon the free list as a mat- 
ter of justice to the artists of this country. 
All moral and educational considerauons de- 
mand that this particular duty be considered 
eutirely apart from the general question of 
the tariff. It is an unwarrantabie, barbarian 
tax upon education, based upon the same sort 
of ignorance that caused the Mohammedans to 
burn the Alexandrian library. It is a tax 


artists, who do not want it. Year after year 
they have sent their appeals to Congress 
begging it to take off this tax, and yet with a 
fatuity that is simply incomprehensible it al- 
lews a law to remain which levies 30 per 
cent upon every picture and statue imported

\ sculptors resiamg in this country to pay a 
duty of 30 per cent upon their mardle or 
bronze works finished abroad from original 
modeis made in America, and 50 per cent 
when the copies are sent back here unfin- 
ished, and which creates an oppressive dis- 
crimination by forcing American artists who 
can afford it to live abroad as aliens because 
they cannot practice their profession and 
successfully compete if they remain at home 
and execute their works in inferior native 
statuary marble. 

It is the unanimous opinion of American 
artists, Republicans as well as Democrats, 
and it has been expressed over and over 
again in memorials begging to be relieved 
from this injurious, mdefensible tax, that 
the present duty on works of art is in no way 
advantageous to them, but on the other hand 
is ruinous to their business, as it prevents 
them from obtaining art works which they 
want to copy or stady, and is equally damag- 
ing to the educational advantages and the 
progress of art io this country. 

From still another point of view, which 
lends special emphasis to Mr. Reid’s state- 
ment of the complaints of the French people, 
this duty places the United States in a most 
mortifying and contemptible position. It is 
levying this heavy tax upon works of art 
which our artists want for study, and at the 
same time is sending abroad annually hun- 
dreds of young art students whoare obtain- 
ing free art-schooling in the foreign conser va- 
tories, and who are allowed the free run of 
foreign national galleries, with permission to 
copy what they please. They ere treated 
the same as native students, they are given 
honored positions for the exhibition of their 
works, and they are allowed to compete for 
prize-med als which are of the greatest value 
to them not only abroad but also at home. If 
we shut out their works much longer it will 
only be a question of time how soon they will 
retalate, and justly, too, by closing their 
galleries and salons to American artists and 
American works. How much longer must it 
be before Congress will listen to our suffer- 
ing artists who do not want to be thus pro- 
tected,” and will reheve them from this most 
unjust and oppressive educational tax? It is 
a barbarism which should not be continued 
on the statute books.

CONGRESSMAN LAWLER’S SPELLING M. 
FORM BILL. 


Congressman Lawier has displayed during 
his service in Congress a multifariousness 
which was not expected of him by those who 
had know him only as a member of the Coun- 
cil. He has not only been an efficient hustler 
for Chicago, working like a Trojan to get it 
the Worid's Fair, and its share of the money 
appropriated for public buildings and other 
purposés, but he has sought to curb the flood 
of oratory in the House by trying to have 
the rules amended so that no man would be 
allowed to speak more than five minutes if 
there was any one else who had not spoken 
but wished to do 80. 

He has also offered a resolution on the sub- 
ject of the roform of the spelling of the 
English language, which will come up for 
consideration tomorrow before the Commit- 
tee on Printing. It provides that the Public | 
Printer, when setting up the Record and 
other Government publications he handles, 
shallarop “ue” at the end of words like 
“demagogue,” dialogue, “ catalogue ”’; 
shall omit the final “e’ where the preceding 
vowel is short in words like definite, fa- 
vorite,”” “infinite,” “granite”; the final 
“te” in words uke “ cigarette,” ‘ coquette,”’ 
“quartette”’; the final me in words like 
“ programme,” “gramme”; substitute f“ 
tor ph“ in words like “phantom,” “ tele- 
graph"; and substitute e for the diph- 
thongs “ss” and “ce” wnen they have the 
sound of that letter. , 

There is no good reason why the commit- 
tee (comite) should a0t report favorably on 
this resolution and the House and Senate 
adopt it. What Mr. Lawler recommends ac 
cords with common sense. But afterall it 
would be but a mere drop in the bucket. Or 
it would be removing but a few of the thorns 
from the thorn hodge of English orthography. 
If Congress really wants to do something to 
modify the abominable, disgraceful system 
of English spelling, and if it thinks an ex- 
ample set by the Congressional Record would 
have aay influence towards reforming it, it 
ought to tell the Pubiic Printer to drop all 
silent letters where they are not imperatively 
needed to indicate the pronunciauon. If it 
does that it will have done a great work for 
popular education. 

Nor need it be deterred from doing so by 
the cry that it will interfere with philolo- 
gists; will hide the history of a word, and 
will increase the labors of the scholar who 
wants to know whence a given word came 
into this language. It so happens that those 
words which have been borrowed from tne 
Latin and Greek are the ones which diverge 
the least from a phonetic spelling and per 
plex the least the student of the spelling- 
book. The words which are the most horri- 
bly distorted and swarm with the most 
silent letters are those which come from the 
defunct Anglo-Saxon vernacular, and they 
constitute three-quarters or more of the vo- 
cabulary of the ordinary man. Those who 
have learned Latin and Greek are enabled to 
tell the meaning of many English words by 
their derivation. They do not have to 
look in an English dictionary to 
tell what pneumonia means. But 
there are few students of Anglo-Saxon. The 
meaning of the words in English which are 
derived from that dead Teutonic nation must 
be learned by the ear or from the dictionary. 
No harm is done, therefore, if the spelling of 
a word like “through,” or though,“ or 
“enough,” or “plough” is altered to con- 
form to the modern proaunciation, for the 
retention of the old form helps no one to the 
understanding of the meaning. 

The spell ug of modern German, which has 
the same ancestor as the Angio-Naxon, is 
reasonably phonetic, and there is no good rea- 
son why the Anglo-Saxon portion of the En- 
glish cannot be revised and amended uatil the 
written and spoken word come as near to- 
gether as the German. Whoever succeedsin 
doing that, whether it be Mr. Lawler or some 
one as yet unknown to fame, will earn the 
blessings of hundreds of millions of the 
school children of the future whose spoken 


may learn that a great many voters prefer 
the public good to mere partisan advantage. 
Some Senators will defend the trusts because 
they are pecuniarily interested in and derive 
profit from these combines, but such men 
are nomore enemies of the public interest 
than demagogues who would preserve the 
trusts as party capital and use them as a 
means to deceive as well as injure voters and 
acquire office and emolument for themselves 
by false pretenses. 


TAMMANY AND ITS METHODS? 

Henry 8. Ives, the Napoleon of finance, 
has told his story to the New York Senate 
Investigating Committee. He has told how 
the Tammany thieves in Ludlow Street Jail 
plucked him ana bied him, taking $10,000 out 
of bim and his partner for board in that in- 
stitution, ana taking how much more he 
would not tell for letting him out a couple of 
days to settle up some of his own dishonest 
business. It was not within his province to 
tell how the Tammany thieves divided the 
plunder, but there was plenty of other testi- 
mony which threw light upon the Tammany 
system of addition, division, and silence. His 
partner Stayner seems to have known some- 
thing of this part of the business, for he tes- 
titied that Keating told him he (Keating) got 
very little of it, having to give most of it 
away. Alexander Blumenstiel, a well-known 
lawyer in New York, testified to the large 
sums which his firm had paid as auctioneers’ 
fees during the administration of the Tam- 
many Sheriff, now Mayor Grant, to which 
the Sheriff had no legal right. William A. 
Topping, who was a Deputy Sheriff under 
Grant and now holds the same posiuon under 
Fiack, the convicted criminal, explains how 
much he collected in one year in this illegal 
manner and how it was divided. He says 
that his commissions in one year during 
Sheriff Granws term were $42,937, and 
according to agreement half this amount 
went to Grant, who is now Mayor of the city 
and head sachem of the Tammany Democ- 
racy in the absence of Croker, the Chamber- 
lain, who is in foreign parts ostensibly for 
his health. Topping also has the same ar- 
rangement with Flack. His commissions in 
the first year of Flack's term were $12,380, of 
which Fiack got half. It pays to bea Dep- 
uty Sheriff in New York, even after he has 
divided with his superiors and with the or- 
ganization which also absorbs part of the 
boodle. In two years after the divisions had 
been ali made Topping had nearly 23, 000 

The reeking mass of corruption. which 
the Senate Investigating Committee has 
turned up is even worse than the rottenness 
of tne Tweed régime. To hold all the offices, 
to steal as much of the city money as is safe, 
and to rod individuals by bogus and unlaw- 
ful fees,\thatjis the only motive that actuates 
Tammany. Is it any wonder that in view of 
the success of this Democratic organization 
in New York, which steals by Wholesale and 
protects its thieves by controlling the entire 
machinery of justice, that Democrats in other 
large cities—Chicago included—are organiz- 
ing for the same game of robbery? If Tam- 
many can fry out the fat in such style is it 
any wonder that right here m Chicago there 
is an organization under way for the yery 
same purpose? It only waits until it can 
get control of the city and county to begin 
its organized and systematic bleeding of the 
people. Is it not time for the decent, honest, 
and law-abiding voters to combine and crush 
out these Democratic conspirators?! Once 
these thieves get control it will be too late.

infamy.” “Deputy Sheriffs and their sub 
ordinates have been appointed without regard to 
the qualifications for that office, and have 
habituaily practiced the 2288 corruption, 
with no apparent objection by the Sheriff.’ 

Of these Outrageous wrongs and abuses dust 
ness-men and citizens, lawyers and litigants 
have been the helpless victims. As rand 
jury forcibly says: 

“The public at large, members of the legal 
profession, their clients, and ail persons hav 
occasion to require the services of the Sheri 
have been by necessity compelled to submit to 
the most wicked and illegal extortion and o 
pression. Prisoners arrested on civil process, if 
possessing sufficient means, have had no di- 
culty in procuring every indulgence at the hands 
of Deputy Sheriffs, while poor prisoners have 
been thrown into jail.”’ 


With this villainous record confronting it, 
with its leader, Croker, a fugitive in Europe, 
with its late Grand Sachem, Flack, convicted 
of an infamous offense, with its Mayor, 
Grant, exposed in immorai practices, with 
its district leaders indicted for stealing, and 
with a dozen or more of its prominent officials 
indicted for ail kinds of thievery, the leaders 
who thus far have escaped the clutches of 
the law have not retired one of the indicted 
parties, not even Flack, but on the other 
hand propose to defend them and maintain 
their rascality as the standard of Tammany’s 
political morality! That is the Democracy 
of itin New York City. Thatis the Democ- 
racy of it everywhere, for it isto Tammany 
Hall, and Tammany Hail alone, that tne 
State Democracy of New York and the Na- 
tional Democracy of the United States look 
for success. That is the Democracy of the 
little Tammany now organizing in Chicago 
and scheming to get control of the city and 
county.

High rates 
were no longer possible when an lowa farmer 
could haul fifty bushels of oats to market and 
get only $6.50 for the load or would have to 
sell forty bushels of potatoes for $5. Under 
these circumstances low rates were impera- 
tuve if crops were to be moved at all, but it 
has been the good fortune of the railroads to 
find, ashas been the case in Europe aiso, 
that low charges are the most remunerative 
when they stimulate and expand the volume 
of traffic. Asshownin Gov. Larrabee’s last 
message the net earnings of the lowa rail- 
roads last year amounted to $11,861,310—an 
increase of $862,887 over the preceding year. 

The earnings of tne Western railroads af- 
ford sufficient proof of the ability and sagac- 
ity of their managers. With agriculture 
depressed as it is it would naturally be 
supposed that the earnings of the Granger 
lines would have fallen off heavily, but in- 
stead they have been well maintained and in 
several instances considerably advanced. 
Taking all the roads together the gain must 
be satisfactory. When in a year of very low 
prices Illinois railroad managers can pay op- 
erating expenses, fixed charges, and t

The Chicago Superintendent Beplies to 
Prof. Payne's Criticism. 

The Superintendent of the time-service 
furnished tne Chicago district by the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company spoke ouite 
freely yesterday concerning the criticisms 
made upon the efficiency of the service by 
Prof. Payne of the Minnesota Observatory at 
Northfield. 

The truth is.” said the Superintendent, 
“that the Western Union; by agreelug to 
furnish Washington time accurately to sub- 
scribers, is cutting off a source of revenue 
from the educational institutions provided 
with observetories, and naturally the pro- 
fessor doesn’t like it. The Dearborn Observ- 
atory at Evanston made $2,000 a year from 
Chicago houses and now makes nothing. Our 
service has superseded theirs because it is 
justas accurate and much cheaper. The 
master clock’ in this office is as finely-per- 
fected an instrumentas it is possible to make, 
and the fact that since it has been in use it 
has not varied a second from Washington 
Observatory time speaks for itself. Prof. 
Payne’s ciaim that we do not furnish Capital 
time every hour is based upon the fact 
that we t the Washington signal 
but once a day. Day in and day out our 
master instrument keeps pace to the very 
tick with the time that we promise to fur- 
nisb, and I cannot see what more can be 
acked. The professor’s criticism upon the 
master clock at St. Paul may be well founded 
for aught I know, because Minnesota is not 
in this division. I dount, however, the state- 
ment that the variation is great or continu- 
ous. Prof. Payne says, also, that the com- 
pany cannot live up to its promises. Since 
the service began in Chicago[ have yet to 
hear of a single complaint from those 
usi our time. In case our direct wire 
should fail at the noon hour and the 
signal be transmitted I would communieate 
either with Alleghany or with St. Louis and 

t their time as received from tne Capital. 

he wire fails about once a month, and the 
retransmitted time I find to be only about 
one-sixtietb of a second out of the way. 

“I know nothing of the business arrange- 
ment by which the company receives tne 
Washington Observatory time, nor aught of 
any collusion fora pecuniary consideration 
with Government employés. The only per- 
son who can speak with certainty upon the 
company’s business relations with the 
authorities at Washington is at present out 
of the city.” 


Capt. Pythian’s Explanation. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
“ The charge made by Prof. Payne of Minne- 
sota that the Western Union furnishes in- 
correct time to its patrons I have nothing to 
do with,” said Capt. Pythian, Superintendent 
of the Naval Observatory. “This, however, 
I know, the Western Union at 12 o'clock 
each day gets the correct time from the ob- 
servatory, and whether the time the com- 
pany furnishes is correct or incorrect is not 
my concern. The truth is the Western 
Union company has been getting time at the 
observatory for the last twenty years. They 
have a moral if not a legal right to it by rea- 
son of their long tenure, but, biess your 
heart, auy person or corporation can estab- 
lish the same right by simply running a wire 
in here. The charge of coliusion with the 
Western Union made by Prof. Payne is the 
rottenest kind of rot. Perhaps: Prof. Payne 
and others of his Uk think they can 
raise such a storm about my ears as to force 
me or the Government to discontinue con- 
nection with the Western Union. But per- 
sonaliy I cannot discontinue it. Thatisa 
matter for the Navy Department, and, per- 
haps, Congress. I hope there will be an in- 
vestigation. It will please me, and the soon- 
eritcomes the better, as it will illustrate 
what a talented liar Prof. Payne is.” 


MUSIO AND DRAMA.

While the 
andante theme undoubtediy possessed especial 
features of interest, the unity of the 
movement would have been better preserved 
had a vortion ofits own material been chosen 
for the purpose named. Besides the concerto, in 
which Mr. Seeboeck’s efforts were ably seconded 
by the orchestra, several selections for piano 
alone were played in excellent style. 

Miss Etta G. Williams was heard in the 
„ Ah! fors e lui,” from “Traviata,” which was 
tastefuliy sung, and a couple of songs composed 
by the concert giver. Miss Williams possesses 2 
sweet, pure voice and much natural talent. Her 
intonation was accurate. 

Mr. Niedzielski, a recent comer, played an 
“air varie for violin by Vieuxtemgs, and two 
compositions of his own, the second of which es- 
pecially was entirely unworthy of a place upon a 
dignified program, being simply a display piece 
of little or no musical value, and the attitudes 
and motions with which the performance of all 
three aumbers were accompanied were far from 
impressive, drawing smiles from numbers of the 
audience.

A Restaurant- Keeper Whe Charged &a- 
chems for Meals Summarily Boanced, 
New York, March 27.— [Special. Not only 

is Tammany disgraced by the exposures of 
corruption, extortion, and bribery for which 
nearly halfa score of chief sachems and 
boss tomahawk hurlers now pose as crim- 
inals, but the wigwam must bear the 
scandal of a particularly despicable 
attempt on the part of its leaders 
to beat a restaurant proprietor, who obtained 
his place through political influence, for nine 
dinners to the sachems.

THE DEMOCRATIC LEADER EXPIRES 
SUDDENLY AT STREATOR, |

An Illness Which Was Not Considered 
Serious Results in His Taking Away— 
History of Hu Party Work in in- 
Speculation as to His Successor as 
Chairman of the State Central Commit- 
tee—The Feeling at Springtield. 
C. Campbell, Chairman of the 2 ratio 
State Central Committee, died this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock at his residence in this city of 
heart failure. 

He had been ailing fora few days, but no 
serious trouble was suspected. He was able 
to attend to business yesterday and was out 
late last evening. This morning he seemed 
to be slumbering heavily, and his wife, at- 
tributing it to fatigue, permitted him to 
sleep on until a messenger came from his 
office with a business summons, when, on at- 
tempting to arouse him, she found him nearly 
unconscious. The family physician was 
summoned but nothing could be done. He 
could not be aroused, and about 2o’clock he 
passed away. . 

He was born in Preston County, Virginia, 
in 18438. When he was about 10 years old his 
father moved to Johnstown, Pa., ana just 
prior to the outbreak of the war came to IIli- 
nois. At about 18 years of age he enlisted as 
& private soldier in Company E, Twenty- 
sixth Illinois Volunteers, Cupt. Jacques com- 
manding, served for three years, and was 
honorably discharged. On returning home 
he engaged in coal-mining, first as a manual 
laborer and later as a small proprietor. Sub- 
sequently he went isto mercantile business 
and again into railroad construction. When 
he died he was Superintendent of the River- 
bank Coal company, @ position he had held 
for several years. 

Campbell haa always been an ardent Demo- 
crat, and his great energy and aggressive- 
ness early gave him commanding prominence 
in local politics here. For many years he 
represented this section of the State in the 
Democratic State Central Committee, and on 
the resignation of Erskine M. Phelps in 1888 
he was elected Chairman of that body, and in 
1889 was reélected. Mr. Campbell was an 
outspoken advocate of tariff reform and 
stoutly supported Mr. Cleveland’s party pol- 
icy. It was partiy due to his ardor that this 
special issue was forced to the front in the 
recent Democratic campaign in this State. 

His characteristics as a leader were less 
those of a strategist and tactician than of a 
Dold. open, and aggressive fignter. 

He leaves a widow and one son, nearly 
grown to mannood. His devotion to politics 
prevented him from achieving any con- 
siderabie degree of financial success, and tne 
resources left to the family are believed to be 
very limited. 

He had taken the Knight Templar degree 
in Masonry and was a member of the Iroquois 
Club of Chicago. 

His funeral will take place next Sunday at 
2 o’clock p. m. from his residence in this city. 
Leading mocrats here will give utterante 
to no speculation as to his successor nor the 
pa of his death on Democratic State pol- 
itics, 

THE FEELING AT SPRINGFIELD. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 27.—[Special.]— 
The news of the death of James C. Camp- 
bell, Chairman of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee, was a great surprise to the 
Democratic leaders of this city, many of 
whom were Campbell’s intimate frienas, and 
bad not known that he was sick. All ex- 
pressed profound sorrow at his death, and 
while a candid admission was not made, it 
was plain to perceive that a vacancy in the 
Chairmanship of the committee at this time 
was deepix regretted, and there is fear that 
a good deal of confusion will result in carry- 
ing out the program of the campaign as out- 
lined by Mr. Campbell. 

Gen. Palmer expressed profound regret, as 
Mr. Campbell had been an intimate friend. 
So far as the effect of his death upon the 
party prospects Was concerned it was like 
losing a General just on the eve of war, and 
it woald be a difficult matter to find a man 
for the Chairmanship and effect an organiza- 
mon betore the State convention. Gen. 
Palmer had no idea who the new Chairman 
would be. The only names heard as possible 
successors to Mr. Campbell are George 
Haynes of Chicago and los R. Phelps of 
Monmouth. Either would be satisfactorily 
received, but it is doubtful if either would 
attempt the task. The Democrats are at sea 
as to what is to be done. 

WELL KNOWN IN CHICAGO. 

Campbell was well known in Chicago 
among coal men and Democratic politicians. 
W hile a State Senator over ten years ago he 
becume actively interested in State politics 
and in 1886, when John H. Oberly res ed 
the Chairmanship of the State Central - 
mittee, he was elected to the position and 
had held it continuously since to the satis- 
faction of the pone. 

His death will be a shock to his Chicago 
friends. During the last Presidential cam- 
paign the Democratic State Central head- 
quarters were at the Palmer House and 
Campbell was a familiar figure about 
the rotunda of the hotel at that 
time. He was a big, heavy set man, 
with a fine beard, a conversationalist, 
an earnest taiker, and a man of pleasant ad- 
dress. He had a quick mind, and 
considerable executive ability. 

He was a non-resident member of the 
Iroquois Club, and a member of the club’s 
political committee. The last time he was in 
the city was a week ago Monday, when he 
attended the Irish-American banquet at the 
Auditorium. 

„Sam Chase will be the choice of the Chi- 
cago crowd as Campbell’s successor in the 
Chairmanship of the State Central Commit- 
tos,“ said a prominent Democrat last night. 
„Chase has an ambition that way, and there 
is no one to oppose him for the honor from 
Chicago for the reason that Chicago does not 
stand a ghost ofashow of gettingit. Chi- 
cago never has had it. It is the State against 
Chicago now, as ever. These ‘countrys’ are 
so jealous of © that she never gets 
anything politi in the State except the 
crumbs overlooked by accident, The next 
Chairman will come from some other gert of 
the State.“ 


Philip Barr Bradley. 

Anprew, Ia., March 27.—Philip Burr Brad- 
ley died suddenly this morning of heart fail- 
ure. Mr. Bradley was one of the early set- 
tlers of Iowa, having come to the State in 
1889, and was one of the most prominent men 
in the State’s early history. Mr. Bradley was 
born Jan. 5, 1809, and was therefore a little 
over 81 years of age. He graduated at U nion 


College, Schenectady, N. V., in 1829, ana 
studied law in the office of Reuben Booth of 


Danbury, Conn. In the spring of 1835 he 
came West, and in Chicago met the Hon. 
Thomas Drummond, with whom he went to 
Galena, III. In 1842 he removed to Jackson 
County, Iowa, and in 1846 he was elected a 
member of the State Senate.

CANADA’S NEW TARIFF SCHEDULE. 


Changes in the Duties Announced by 
Minister Foster—A Protection Policy. 
Orrawa, Ont., March 27.—[Special. |—The 

Hon. George E. Foster, Minister of Finance, 

delivered his budget speech today. His 

estimates for the current year were: Rev- 
enue, $39,200,000; expenditures, $36,700,000; 
surplus, $2,500,000. After outlining the con- 
dition of dusmess in Canada and expressing 
the opinion that the future looked bright, he 


announced the following tariff changes: 

Window giass, on which there was a duty of 
30 per cent, has been made free; brass anc cop- 
per wires, formerly free, will now pay 
15 per cent; the flour duty is in- 
creased from 80 cents to 7 cents per 
Darrel; increases are also announced on cheese, 
butter, etc. The tariff on mess pork has also 
been increased from one cent toone and one- 
half cents per pound, saltand fresh meats from 
one and two centstoa uniform duty of three 
cents, p meats from two to three cents 
per pound, and lard from two to three cents per 
gound. Untried lard is raised from one and one- 
half cents to two cents per pound and live bo 
and sheep from 20 to 30 per cent ad vaiorem. On 
corn for human food a rebate of 90 per cent 
of the duty will be allowed: Mining machinery 
not manufacturea in Canada will be admitted 
free of duty for three years. Steel and iron will 
be admitted free for shipbuilding. Corn ground 
for ensilage is free. 

In concluding Mr. Foster argued that it 
was a policy of protection which carried the 
Republican party to victory last year in the 
United States. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, the eminent finan- 
cier of the opposition, deplored the chanze, 
and said that not tor thirty-five years had 
such distress existed 1n Canada as existed 
today. Canada should endeavor to develop 
her trade with her American neighbors rather 
than waste millions in promo ohimerical 
trade schemes regarding other distant coun- 
tries. It would, be thought, be good fortune 
for Canada if Congress, smarting under Mr. 
Foster’s ill-advised acts, refused to pass the 
McKinley bill now before that body. In con- 
clusion he submitted a lengthyaresolution de- 
olaring that it is expedient to place on the 
tree list articles of prime necessity for farm- 
ers, miners, fishermen, and other producers. 
He was warmly applauded. 

The Hon. Mr. Colby (Ministerialist) held 
that Canadian farmers were more prosper- 
ous. than American farmers. Choice lands 
in Vermont, which brought $30 and $40 per 
acre, would bring much higher prices in 
Quebec, and if Canadians wanted this better 
state of affairs to continue in Quebec they 
should stick to protection.

THE REIGN OF THE “PLUG” OPERATOR, 


He Ie Too Numerous in the Present Tele- 
graph System of This Country. 


In his closing argument in favor of Gov- 
ernment control of the telegraph, delivered 
before the House Committee on Post-Offices 
and Post-Roads at Washington a few days 
ago, Mr. Edward Rosewater of the Omaha 
Be, himself a practical telegraph man, 
brought out prominently some of the faults 
in tue present system of operating telegraph 
lines in this country.

BOARD OF TRADE MEN SAY MANY un- 
COMPLIMENTARY THINGS. 


President Baker Believes It Will Ruin the 
Farmers if It Becomes a Law—As- 
tounded That lt should Be Favorably 
Recommended—Boew Congress Could 
Aelp the Grain Baisers—Other Mem- 
bers of the Board Say It Could Never 
Be Enforced if It Were Made a Law. 


If Congressman Ben Butterworth’s ears 
did not tingie yesterday then there is no re- 
liance to be placed on the ancient supersti- 
tion. Had the doughty Ohio Congressman 
stood around in the corridors and offices of 
the Board of Trade and listened to some of 
the remarks passed on him and his bill to 
regulate trading in options and “fut- 
ures” and the dealers therein, he would 
have heard many unpleasant things. Said 
President W. T. Baxer. 

“The idea of the bill being ever reported 
back favorably never entered my mind. I 
did not think it was intended seriously. 
Wuy, I had a copy of it, and after reading it 
over threw it away as an utterly worthless 
and nonsensical thing. Its effect, should it 
ever become a law, would be to put the mar- 
ket in grains into the hands ot a few men. 
If the men of comparatively small capital 
cannot deal in futures it will work incalcu- 
lable injury to the entire country, and the 
farmer, for whose benefit I believe this bill 
has been prepared, will be worse off than he 
is now. He will not be able to 
sell to the country grain-dealer 
because that individual will not know where 
he can dispose of the grain. Suppose he 
writes in that be has 50,000 or 100,000 bushels 
of corn to sell, to be delivered in one or two 
months, the Chicago dealer won’t buy be- 
cause he does not know whether the country- 
man actually has that amount on hand, and 
he can’t afford to send out a special agent to 
see whether the offer is bona-fide. Then the 
New York exporter wants that much grain to 
complete a cargo that he intends to ship in a 
mouth or so. He would he to make 
positive arrangements with a Chicago house 
to get it, but he's afraid to order it under the 
operations of this bill and so the whole trade 
is paralyzed. But a rich firm or a syndicate 
with millions of capital can afford to pur- 
chase the grain direct from the farmer and 
store it for months ata time, but they wil 
not pay the farmer any more or as much as 
he is getiing now, for the reason that they 
will be uneertain as to the time in which the 
grain can be turned into cash. This is only 
an idea that occurs at this time in regard to 
the operation of the bill, but I have little 
faith in its ever becoming a law, and even if 
it does, who will enforce it? 

A WHAOKE AT THE STATISTICIAN, 

„ want to say this about the farmer: If 
Congressman Butterworth really wants to 
heip the farmer let him try and abolish the 
Government Statistician and his monthly re- 
port. This alone has cost the agriculturists 
of the United States hundreds of millions of 
dollars since it was promulgated by exagger- 
ating the production. Ihave scarcely any 
recollection of a monthly report of me 
statistician that didn’t break the mar- 
kets of the world. It is invaria- 
bly a bear document on the Chicago 
board. Not a particié of reliance can be 
placed on it. As an instance I will cite some 
figures. Lastsummer the statistician sent 
out in his ‘precious report that there were 
something like 525,000, 
sight. It was official, aud so prices were reg- 
ulated to a certain extent upon it. All our 
surplus going to Europe, of course such a 
showing brought down prices. In December, 
after getting his second wind and the farm- 
ers had sold nearly all their grain, 
Mr. Dodge comes out with a new 
estimate that there were only 490,000,000 
bushels all told in the cro His last 
estimate, March 1, puts the total at 471,000,000 
bushels. Here is a dierence of 54,000,000 
bushels, and I can say with truth that that is 
about as near as the Government Statistician 
ever gets to correctness in any of his reports. 
He hasn’t the means or the force to gather 
correct statistics, and it is just such false im- 
pressions that has compelled a downward 
tendency in the market, and the farmer has 
borne the chief loss.“ : 

SOME OTHER OPINIONS. 
Said Mr. Dupee: “The bill will be a detri- 


ment to the entire grain market of the North- 


west. It will prevent a country grain-buyer 
from buying from the farmer on a aeclining 
market, and protecting his purchase by 
hedging it in Chicago. He bases his pur- 
chase on the price in . K less the cost 
of freight and handling, and only on a future 
delivery can he protect himself. He will 
cease to buy if he cannot hedge aguinst pos- 
sible loss by placing it in Chicago. The bill 
will be an injury to the farmer and all con- 
cerned.’’ 

Robert Warren: “Itis simply absurd, and 
will surely be repealed as unconstitutional if 
it ever becomes a law. It cannot be enforced 
anyway. I can buy 150,000 bushels of wheat 
from a country dealer iH I want to and let 
him deliver it at a certain future date.

Arthur Orr: The effect of the bill would 
be to make trading in futures absolutely pro- 
hibitory, except as in stocks, or by deliver- 
ing the actual property or jborrowing it for a 
time, in which case the trading would be 
limited to the amount of contract grade in 
store. Ihave noideaof its passage in the 
House.“ 

William Dunn: It will be very prejudicial 
to the farmer at this time because we have 
had all the decline which can be reasonably 
expected. The large crops having been al- 
ready discounted, if the next crop should 
be unfavorable. speculation would be so 
impeded that farmers would get no benefit in 
price from the poorer prospect, but must 
wait until demand exceeded supply, which 
seldom happens in this country. I think it 
will stop the monopoly trader or speculator. 
They cannot hold stuffif they can’t trade in 
futures.“

THE COMMITTEE READY TO REPORT. 


Difficult Problems to Be Solved by Today's 
| Passenger Meeting. 
The committee of five appointed by the 


General Passenger Agents’ meeting Wednes- 


day to revise the old Western States passen- 
ger agreement, or, 1f necessary, to frame a 
new one, in order to bring about a restora- 
tion of Western and Northwestern passen- 
ger rates, concluded its labors yesterday and 
will submit a report to the general meeting 
this morning. It is learned that the commit- 
tee will recommend the adoption of the prin- 
cipal features of the old agreement, but that 
the Chairman be vested with greater powers 
than he under the old one. 
The most important question that will have 
to be settled before a new association can be 
formed—namely: the payment of commis- 
sions for the sale of tickets, the isaue of 
mileage boo excursion rates, etc.—could 
not be settled by the committee and will have 
to be determined by the general meeting. 
The indications are tha’ there will be a bit- 
ter fight over the commission and mileage- 
book question. Several of the roads seem to 
be determined that the practice of paying 
commissions indiscriminately must be aban- 
doned before they Will join a new associa- 
tion, while a few of te roads appear to 
be equ determined to keep up the 
practice of paying commissions as now in 
vogue. Still greater difference of opinion 
exists as regards the issue of mileage books. 
Most of these books, especially those issued 
in lieu of advertising, find their way into the 
hands of scalpers and are manipulated by 
them to cut the regular rates. Some of the 
roads, it is stated, make those tickets trans- 
ferable, and even go so far as to offer to sell 
them for the parties to whom they are issued 
at a certain price. The Burlington people 
say that they will not enter into a new agree- 
ment or consent to the restoration of rates 
as long as those mileage tickets are being is- 
sued and allowed to de manipulated for the 
purpose of cutting regular rates. 


The Santa Fes Elevated Road. 


George C. Magoun, Thomas Baring, John J. 
McCook, ana other directors of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé railway company who 
have been in the city for the last two or 
three days inspecting the affairs of that com- 
pany, expect to leave for the West this even- 
ing on their tour of inspéction over the com- 
pany’s lines. Id reference to the plan to 
extend the road from Ashland avenue and 
Thirty-fourth street into the city Mr. 
Magoun said yesterday a con- 
clusion had not yet been reached whether 
to build an elevated road into the city 
from that point or not. The company, he 
said, had secured its right of way jointly with 
the Freeport and Madison branch of the 
Illinois Central, and if an elevated road was 
built the Illinois Central would have to — 
in the enterprise. Until it was known just 
what that company intended to do no definite 
action in the matter could be taken by the 
Santa Fé directors. 

Mr. Magoun was asked what he thought of 
the attempt to reorganize tne Gentlemen's 
Association, for which purpose a meeting of 
the Presidents has been called for next 
Wednesday. He said it was impossible for 
him to express an opinion until he knew 
what proposition would be submitted to the 
Presidents by the Committee on Reorganiza- 
tion. In order to bring about harmonious 
relations between the various roads and se- 
cure the maintenance of paying rates some- 
thing stronger than the present agreement 
was needed. It would not do to make any 
arrangement that is not entirely satisfactory 
to all the lines. 

Mr. Magoun also expressed himself as high- 
ly pleased with the present condition of the 
Santa Fé, and said great results had been 
achieved under President Manvel’s conserva- 
tive administration.

TWO MORE INDUSTRIES FOR JOLIET, 


Extensive Mauufactories to Be Establishea 


‘ in the Near Future. 

Jozur, ml., ‘March 27.—[Special./—Joliet 
has captured two more large industries. One 
of the new concerns isa result of united ef- 
fort on the part of the stockholders of the 
Baker Wire company of Chicago and of the 
Joliet Enterprise company.
